decided a claim to the Lovat peerage, 
mbioh was ee peculiar a8 auy we chu 
call to mind. 

There are few people who do not 
know something of the history of Simon 
Fraser, Lord Lovat, who was beheaded 
for his share in the rebellion of 1748. 
He had deserved death for many pre- 
vious misdeeds. Ho had betrayed 
Stewart and Guelph, as he had betrayed 
aud cheated every one that ever trusted 
him. His character aud conduct may 
be vainly senrehed for one redee 
irtue ; he was, in his lawlessuess and 
coutempt for the decencies of life, as 
brutal and heedless as any baron of 
noe in Italy, or of Stephen's 
On bis death the- 
litle was attainted, aud remained so 
until 1855, when Thomas Alexander 
Fraser: of Striohen succeeded in pro- 
curing an Act of Parliament removing 
the attainder. The olaim Intely div. 
missed was wade by Johu Fraser, mining 
engineer of Carvarvon, who deolared 
himself the descendant of Alexauder 
Fraser of Beaufort, elder brother of 
Simon, wko, when the ninth Lerd Lovat: 
died, was uuder the.ban of the luw for 
having been “ont” with Dandee, aud 
had further rendered himself amen- 
able to justin by killing a fiddler, 
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Beoause the musician played a tuue 
which he considered derisive to bim- 
. self. Simon at once took advantage 
of this spirited conduct of Alexander 
tu disposing of the insulting fiddler, 
to obtain a deoree in bis own favour, 
by representing himself as the eldest 
diteviving aon of his father, thongh his 
brother was, according to the claimant 
in the reveist case, stillaliveandafagitive 
fn Wales, Iv ehould here be stated that 
the present Lord Lovat maintained that 
the slayer of the fiddler died in 1689, 
yottug and anmarried, aud was buried 
fn the parish of Wardlaw or Kirkhall, 
Invernesshire, on the 3rd of December 
of that year; and he was able to 
substantiate this by the recent dis- 
vovery of the bills of mortality of 
that parish, ‘The story put forth 
by Jobu Fraser, the Carnarvon en- 
gineor, was.that the fiddler-slayer fled 
to Waler, where he concealed himself 
in the mines, married late in life, and 
loft issue of which he, the clrimant, 
is tho oldest male representative. He 
alleged that when Alexander fled to 
Wales, be lind uo expectation of suc- 
wveding to the title, and that up to 
the time of his death in 1776 his re. 
(urn to the Highlands would have been 
attended with danger, Ale: ler was 
shown to have sigued a bondin 1684, aud 
the Lords therefore took it for granted 
that he was thon of age, He would be, 
by that way of reckoning, 73 years of 
age, when, 4s @ mi ving ou miser- 
ablo wage: by tho claimant 
to lave induced a young lady to 
elope with Lim, aud 95 when a son was 
born to. bim; and after that he lived 
to the good old age of 113. All these 
statements involved so many improb. 
abilities that the Lords held that 
Alexander Fraser of Wales, whoever 
he may have been, had not beeu proved 
to have beon Alexander of Beaufort, 
the elder brother of Simon the belieaded 
Lord Lovat, aud the slayer of @ fiddlor 
who liad insulted him by a tune. 

Somo of the evidence produced seems 
to ostablish the fat that there was, and 
ia,a tradition in Ingernesshire that Alex- 
ander really fled to Wales aud worked 
iu @ mino there, Ono witness enid 
that Cvlonel Archibald Fraser, the 
last descendant of Simon, Lord Lovat, 
was very auxious to find ont the 
true heirs. He once asked the 
people, “What would you say if you 
saw me turned out?” and this, in the 
opinion of the witness, meant that it 
was the heirs of Alexander who would 
effect this. An old man stated that 
his father had told Lim that Alexander 
fed after killiug the fiddler, and be 
related the following sceue, which was 
adniitted as evidence, though capable 
of two interpretatious :— 

Q.—Did Golonel Archibald Fraser, after 
his last son died, say anything to Hugh 
MacLean, or in Hugh MacLean’s presence, 
about his heir? A.—Yes, and those who 
were with Hugh MacLean heard it as well 
as himself. Q—What did he say? A.— 
Colonel Archibald Fraser gave a loud bitter 
cry. Ho cried very loudly three times, 
avd said— Where are you, children of 
























Alexander? Come on uow, lift up your 
heads. There is nothing whatever iow in 
the way.” 

There is a touch of Ossian in this. 
This’ Hugh Maclean, an old mau of. 
81, said that there was a trad 
in the Highlands that a Gaelic song 
was still kuown as the otle com= 
posed “in derision of Alexander of 
Beaufort, aud for playing which the 
fiddler was killed. He kuew the Inst 
descendant of Lord Simon, who used 
sometimes to stay iu his father’s house, 
when bottle of whisky was placed at 
his bedside at night, “ which was gei 
rally fiuished before the morning 
‘The Lords required that the desoeut of 
the claimant from Alexander of Beaufort 
should be made out, aud this Jubn, the 
engineor of Catuarvon, failed to do. 
Lord Bramwell, in delivering judgment, 
hoped that the claim had beeu houestly 
made, but evideutly bad his doubts. 
Oue poiut be made against the claim- 
aut was it having been stated in 
his pleas that Alexander daring his 
flight to Ws sold his horse for 
thirty guineas, whereas these coins 
were unknown in Scotland until the 
Union, Further, he aud other Lorde 
much doubled the tale of the refugee 
heir working fifty yeare in a mine for 
a bare livelihood, then at seventy-three 
inducing @ young Indy to elop 
him, compared to whicl being made a 
father at ninety-five is not eo wonderfal. 
All this claimant, his frieuds, and sup- 
porters bad to go upou were some 
traditi d gossip lingering iu 
memories of old Highlanders, the fact 
that the Welsh Frasers were some- 
low regarded as noble strangers, aud 
the sort of myths, which even a ceu- 
tury or two will gather round a 
story that bas a spice of romance iv 
it, “There were so mavy glaring impro- 
in the story of the claimant 
that people will wonder how a saue 
man could bave hoped for success, 
until they remember that similar caves 
bave been andertaken as jojut stock 
companies. There were 'l'ichborue bouds, 
and probably Lovat bonds could uow 
be purcbased on easy terms.

I'wo learned 
soiolists, as we have lately seen, claim 
to have fixed upon the exaot spot 
indicated by the rivers Pison, Hiddekel, 
Gihon, and Euphrates, where grow the 
‘Trees of Kuowledge and of Life; but 
alas for their disciples ! Ono states that 
Eden was at the North Pole, the other 
that it was in @ mountainous nook of 
Syria where the Drases live.

plaived : but if we oan be sure of auy- 
thing we may be sure of this, that 
Havilah, Assur, and Cush do uot lie 
within the Arctic Circle, and hitherto, 
at any rate, the shores of the frozen 
sea Lave uot shown any signs of being 
rich in gold.

To: Moses, however, is allowed the 
oredit of haviug the Sphinx hewn ont 
of the rock, to serve as a portal through 
whiob the lawgiver and bis wife eutered 
the Great Pyramid, How a Sphinx 
can be a portal we do not understaud. 
We are further iuformed that Moses, 
iustead of dying ou the top of Pisgab, 
‘conquered Assyria, colonised Afgbanis- 
tan, wont to India (whore he was after- 
wards kuown as Mano), aud sabso- 
quently vi Japan, and 
Mexico. been pretty 
-old when le died, It is a pity that 
Jane van Gelder is not couversant with 
early Chinese history. She might tell 
us under what name Moses was kaown 
in this country; we Lave uo doubt we 
should recoguise an old friend. Bat 
to do thia it would be necessary to 
throw chronology to the winds, Moses 
is supposed to ave died circd B.C. 
1451, He could scarcely have got to 
Chi 
considering whut tasks he performed 
meanwhile. This would bring us to, 
say, 1480, at which time the semi- 
fabulous Shaug dyuasty was till in 
power, with its long succession of 
uoneutity-erperors aud absence of avy 
mon of light aud leading.

Here, of course, tho Almighty is 
addrossed in His Jewish charactor xs 
the God of Battles; and this'iv quite 
in keoping with the Jewish tondeuoy 
of much that the Prayer-book ovn= 
tains, It teems with allusions to 
Israel, and claims for those who use 
it the blessings promised to Abraham, 
Tsano, aud Jacob, out lineal descent frou: 
whom is coustantly afirmed or implied, 
Au unfortunate expression in the prayer 
for Bishops might also be changed 
if ever the Prayer-book ia revised. ‘The 
spiritual improvement of our prelates 
is urged upon the Almighty on the 
ground that He only worketh great 
marvels: a8 though such a result as 
their being “ traly able to please Thee” 
could ouly be brought about by some- 
thing very mach like a miracle, We 
need uot go into the special services of 
the Churob, though there is probably 
not oue which might not bo the better 
for revision. ‘The Commination Service 
ia one of the very finest in the Prayer= 
book; but the string of curses with 
which it opens—all Jewish, as usanl— 
is a blemish that should be removed as 
worthy ouly of the Dark Ages. The 
American Prayer-book is in imany of 
the respeots we Lave mentioned superior 
to ours. Qvoasioually a word or two 
lave been altered, it would appear, 
almost for the sake of altering, and ‘in 
most oases the rhythm and flow of 
sentences seems to our ears to have 
been destroyed: bat generally wpoake 
ing the changes are for the better, 
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and phrases of which it is difficalt to 
see the relovanoy have been discarded 
in favour of simpler ones, The Burial 
Service of the American Prayer-book, 
as we have frequently pointed out, 
without yielding in beanty to that used 
by the Englich Churoh, tas the great 
merit of being equally applicable to 
ny person who dies. 

Oue word in conclusion. The Leo- 
tionary shoold be, not revised, but 
abolished, Surely the minister of the 
congregation might be left the liberty 
of selecting whatever chapter or pns- 
sage of Soripture he chose, appropriate 
to the eubject of his discourse or to 
the leaning of his own mind. Sume 
of the Lessons vow read in obarch are 
not of the highest atility, Besides, we 
think it bigh time that in this, as in 
other matters we Lave uot referred to, 
the olergy of the Established Church 
ehould be released from leading-strings.
